'inemorv nnd may not bo nci.urnte, but
uni opproxlrnntely so; It was opposed
by the men envrnged nnd tho capltal
Jnvcated ln.tho llquor buslness, by tho
liablls and sontiment of tho people,
.whlch had come down to them from
generntlons whlch Virginia revered,
nnd lastly it was opposed by thnt con-
vatlsm whlch lias ever characterlzed
the people of this State and mado rad-
lcal changes slnw and dlfflcult.

Its Manncr or Flghtlug.
"It wlsely cnm.'enced its work by

ftttacking the llquor buslness rather
than the people by whom lt was car-
ried on: lt infortned the people of tho
tlangers nnd evlls of tho llquor hablt:
It brought to thelr uttentlon tho calm
and dellberato oplnlons of our highest
courts proclalmlng saloons where ll¬
quor ln, small quantllles could be ob-
lalned by all comers lo be the most fruit-
ful sources of crlme and mlsery; lt
phowed that a large percentage of
crlme and poverty was caused by the
-intemperate use of ardent splrlts.' and
that even a modcrate use was hurtful
nnd dnngerous.

"It continiied to agltate, teach nnd
enllghten. untll publlc oplnlon becamo
ctrong enongli to be crystallized Into
law, and then, wlth Its splendld or-
ganlzatlon of conaervatlvo men, and
calling to Its aid tho Woroan's Chrls-
tlnn Temperance Unlon nnd the griat
Chriattaii churches,. it indorsed a blll
twhleh had been offered In the Senate
of Virginia. whlch for the lirst tlme
eought to introduco Into the laws of
the State the requlrement that courts
*hould regard-nnd protect tlie moral
as well as tlie materlal lnterests of the
people.a blll which, I am proud to
pay, bears my name, and whlch waa -nt
flrst mot wlth a storm of rldlcule and
derlsion, but because of tho Indorse--
n:ent of whlch 7 ha%-e spoken paased

,'lhe Leglslature of Virginlaby an over-
Jwhelming nfajorlty, and bocame the
pJaw of the land.

IJraw Polltical Llne.
It ls reported here that the Repub¬

llcan members of tho Antl-Saloon
League will put tho questlon of State-
wldo prohlbltlon dlrectly \up to tho
Antl-Suloon Leaguo durlng to-mor-
row's sessloiv ot tha convention, thua
preclpltatlng the flght ln open con¬
ventlon lnstead of quietly and gently
passlng lt on to tho oxocutlve com-
mlttoo for later <4deci£lon.
It ls understood that tho Ropubllcans

will urgo an immedlato campaign,
Thls will be mot by tho strong opposl-
tlon of tho Democrats, who will urge
that any S»ato-wide campaign would
work chaos ln tho Virginia polltical
world, and would result in tho injury,
if not the defeat, of tho movement.
On all sldea tho leaders seem to fa¬

vor Jutlgo Mann for Governor, and
while lt ls sald that no lndorsement
will bo mado of hls candldacy that the
influonco of tho leadors will bo exor-
cised for hls success at the polls ln
tho prlmary for the Democratlo noml¬
natlon.
That the conventlon leadors are a

unit for "hands-off" of the State elec¬
tlon, wlth expressed aatlsfactlon ln the
local optlon law, provlded lt ls allow-
ed to stand, Is concedcd.

Dcpeudn on Declslon.
While it ls seerolngly the conseuaua

of oplnlon that the questlon of n State-
wldo prohlbltlon campaign in Virginia
should bo left to tho oxecutvo com¬
mlttee to declde after further develop-
ments havo been made, lt la also sald
by leading members of tho league that
prohlbltlon will be an lssue ln tho next
meetlng of tho Leglslature, should tho
declslon of tho Supromo Court of the
State be agalnst the Ward law.
Tho sentlment Is for a State-wlda

prohlbltlon campaign, wlth tho vlew of
electing representatlvea to both
houses of the Leglslature who will
stand for tho submlssion ot tho ques.
tlon to a dlrect voto of the people to
eay whethcr or not tho salo and manu-
facturo of lntoxlcants ln tho Stato Ahall
bo allowod. That such a campaign
will be launched is a foregono conclu-
slon. ls tho bellef of tho Antl-Salocn
loaders, should tho declslon bt; avorao
to tho Ward law, therefor annulllng n
number of' tho local optlon electtons
already held. If the law ls austalned,
lt is sald that the questlon of State-
wldo prohlbltlon will not bo presented,
aa tho leaguo ls confldont of its abilltv
to flnally wln out in local optlon eloo-
tlons.
Tho delegates to tho conventlon bc-

gan to arrlvo ln tho city early to-day,
and already tho Atlantio Hotol, toiect-
ed as hoadquartors, ls crowded. It la
oxpeoted that by to-morrow mornlng
tho attendance will .lustli'y tho state-
ment that thb conventlon 13 tha largest
ln tho hlatory of the leaguo ln VirT
glnla. Rev. J, D. McAlistor, fleld secre¬
tary, la confldont thnt tho conventlon
will be harmonlous nnd iitsthusiastic.

That Is Proposal of Rainey If
Gigantic Spoils System Is

Contemplated. '

WASHINGTON, £>. C. February 9..Un-
der a. speclal order tha House of Repro-
scntatlvea to-day toolc up tho blll "to pro-
vldo for the government of the canal zone.
tho constructlon of the Panania Canal and
for other purposes." Accordlng to the re¬
port of the commlttee the general purpose
of the blll ls to glve congreaslonal sanctlon
to a form of clvll governmont and provldo
for a Blmplo method of admlnlatratlon. One
di tho ncccssltles for legislatlon, It la stated,
Is to provldo a system by whlch appoals may
bo takon from Judlclal declslons In the zone
to tho propor Courts ln the Unlted States.
There aro now three Judgos of a Supromo
Court of tho canal zono. The report saya
there Is no nocosslty for threo Judge* or for
a Supreme Court there, lf appcals be other-
wiso provldcd. The method provlded ln the
lull, lt ls sald, could not be put ln operation
by tho PrcBldcnt, because he jcannot confer
upon tho courts tn tho Unlted r\tates author-
lly to hear appcals from tho courts Intho
zone.

Tlmo JKnough I**t.
"Let's liecp everythlng out of the way and

dlg the canal," pleaaed Mr. Adamson, ot
Gtorgla. When that was done, ho sald, lt

For years tho government has been

harassed by allegod timber thloves,
sald to represent corporatlons cnplcal-
lzod ln tho East.
